Syrian Lines Agnew Successor Sought 
Said Broken

Israeli forc es crossed the 1967 cease­ 
fire line on the Golan Heights today 
and attacked Syrian arm ored and 
infantry forces guarding the road to 
D a m a sc u s, 
th e

Israel also reported its gunboats 
shelled I^atakia, Syria’s chief port, and 
the Barbas term inal for the Iraqi oil 
pipeline, during the night and its com ­ 
mandos crossed the Suez Canal for a 
hit-and-run raid on “convoys and rear 
echelons” behind the Egyptian lines. 


The Israeli com m and gave no in­ 
dication how far its forces had ad­ 
vanced tow ard the Syrian capital, 
which is less than 40 miles across a flat 
plain from the cease-fire line. 
S y rian c o m m u n iq u e s 
m ad e 
no 
mention of the Israeli ground advance. 
But they said Syrian jet fighters and 
antiaircraft batteries were in “ contin­ 
uous battle” with the Israeli air force 
and in two and a half hours had 
brought down 41 Israeli planes. 
Israel gave no report of its air losses. 
Egypt reported a raging tank battle 
in the Sinai Desert that begari Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and continued until 
noon today. It clanned that 25 Israeli 
tanks and halftracks were destroyed. 


The Isra e li s ta te ra d io re p o rte d 
“ concentrated activity” on the Sinai 
front, with exchanges of tank and 
artillery fire, but said "the situation is 
the sam e as yesterday.” 
Israel also reported that its jets went 
back into action at dawn on the Syrian 
front, attacking Syrian arm ored forces 
in the Golan Heights sector. 
Prem ier Golda 
Meir 
said 
in 
a 
telecast Wednesday night that Israel 
had recaptured the Heights, driving 
the Syrians back behind the cease-fire 
line established in 1967. But heavy 
artillery and air duels were fought 
across the plateau Wednesday. 
On the southern front, the Egyptians 
held the east bank of the Suez Canal 
and had pushed the Israelis back three 
to IO miles into the Sinai Desert. 
Newsmen from Cairo who visited the 
Egyptian forces on the canal said that 
m ore troops, tanks and supplies were 
moving across the w aterw ay. 
Today was the sixth day of the fourth 
Arab-Israeli war, and at that point in 
the 1967 conflict Israel was just hours 
away from trium ph over Egypt, Syria

Patrick J. 
Lucey of Wisconsin, a 
Democrat, after he learned of the vice 
p r e s id e n t’s re sig n a tio n W ednesday 
afternoon. 
Lucey said, “ The vice president has 
rendered a service to the country by 
resigning rath er than forcing 
this 
nation through a long drawn-out trial 
and prolonged constitutional crisis.” 
Agnew had been under investigation 
by a grand jury in Baltimore in con­ 
nection with alleged kickbacks during 
the period that he was governor of 
Maryland. He said repeatedly that he 
was innocent and would not resign. 
Gov. Marvin Mandel, a Democrat

Austrian researchers and one Dutch 
researcher for discoveries concerning 
behavior patterns. 
The $120,000 prize was shared by 
Karl von Frisch, Vienneseborn but 
working out of Munich, Germany, 
Konrad Lorenz who also was born in 
Vienna but works at the Max Planck 
Institute in Germany, and Dutchman 
Nikolaas Tinbergen who carries out 
his research at the department of 
zoology at the University Museum of 
Oxford, England. 
The prize-awarding faculty of the 
Royal Karolmska Medical Institute, 
after its final deliberation, cited the 
three professors for “ their discoveries 
concerning organization and elici­ 
tation of individual and social behavior 
patterns.” 
The winners' research concerning 
animal behavior, mainly through 
studies of insects, fish, and birds, have 
also 
stimulated 
comprehensive 
research on mammals and clarified 
what causes a human infant's first 
smile. 
Their research also has led to im­ 
portant results for psychiatry and 
psychosomatic medicine, “ especially 
as regards possible means of adapting 
environment to the biological equip­ 
ment of man with the aim of preven­ 
ting maladaption and disease," the 
Karolmska professors said.

The prize-awarding faculty of the 
Royal Karolinska Medical Institute, 
after its final deliberation, cited the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
Board of Regents hopes to rid itself of 
the need to approve out-of-state 
printing contracts for state univer­ 
sities. 
The regents pin their hopes on a bill 
by Sen. Robert E. Stockdale, R-31 
Kent, left pending when the legislature 
adjourned Aug. 28. 
They have no quarrel with university 
business going to Ohio printers, but it’s 
a bureaucratic waste of time to force 
the regents to make a mandatory 
approval on all out-of-state business. 
Chairman John Marshall Briley and 
others on the higher education policy­ 
making body claim. 
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The regents got into the approval 
business through an amendment to the 
1973*1975 appropriations bill 
Under that amendment, said Vice 
Chancellor William Coulter, requests 
to buy out-of-state printing must be 
submitted to the regents, announced at 
a board meeting, then acted upon at 
the next meeting a month later 
The rationale, he said, was to 
provide for a 31-day waiting period 
during which any Ohio firm could 
submit a lower bid, 
“ None has come forward," Coulter 
told the board at its last meeting. 


One of the first to be presented to the 
board came from the University of 
Toledo, which asked that it be per­ 
mitted to buy 5,000 overdue stickers for 
its library from a firm in Syracuse, 
N Y. at a cost of $70,40, Coulter said 
one on next month’s agenda, from the 
Clark County Technical Institute, is in 
the amount of $15. 
“ Isn’t there any way we can get rid 
of this thing,’,” asked Briley, “ If not, 
maybe we could just pass the hat 
around and pay these ourselves to save 
time and trouble,” he chided. 
Coulter said Stoekdale’s bill would 


provide simply that each university as 
a matter of policy would give its 
printing business, to Ohio firms but 
only if feasible and within good 
management. 
Eric R. Gilbertson, counsel for the 
board, said the language in Stockdale’s 
bill is the same that the regents’ staff 
requested 
from 
the 
legislature 
originally. 
Briley and other board members 
agreed to ask for favorable action on 
the measure when the General 
Assembly convenes in January for 
next year’s regular session.

COLUMBUS. Ohio <AP> — Ohio’s 
Board of Regents hopes to rid itself of 
the need to approve out-of-state 
printing contracts for state univer­ 
sities. 
The regents pin their hopes on a bill 
by Sen. Robert E. Stockdale, R-31 
Kent, left pending when the legislature 
adjourned Aug. 28. 
They have no quarrel with university 
business going to Ohio printers, but ifs 
a bureaucratic waste of tim e to force 
the regents to make a mandatory 
approval on all out-of-state business, 
Chairm an John Marshall Briley and 
others on the higher education policy­ 
making body claim. 


v o l ii i o i \ r r o i N i M i s i 
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I stair of Oldie Downs. 
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The regents got into the approval 
business through an amendment to the 
1973-1975 appropriations bill. 
Under that amendment, said Vice 
Chancellor William Coulter, requests 
to buy out-of-state printing must be 
submitted to the regents, announced at 
a board meeting, then acted upon at 
the next meeting a month later. 
The rationale, he said, 
was to 
provide for a 31-day waiting period 
during which any Ohio firm could 
submit a lower bid. 
“ None has come forw ard," Coulter 
told the board at its last meeting. 


One of the first to be presented to the 
board came from the University of 
Toledo, which asked that it be per­ 
mitted ti) buy 5,000 overdue stickers for 
its library from a firm in Syracuse, 
N.Y. at a cost of $70.40. Coulter said 
one on next month’s agenda, from the 
(’lark County Technical Institute, is in 
the amount of $15. 
“ Isn’t there any way we can get rid 
of this thing?,” asked Briley. “ If not, 
maybe we could just pass the hat 
around and pay these ourselves to save 
time and trouble,” he chided. 
Coulter said Stockdale^ bill would 


provide simply that each university as 
a m atter of policy would give its 
printing business, to Ohio firms but 
only if feasible and 
within 
good 
management. 
Erie R. Gilbertson, counsel for the 
board, said the language in Stockdale’s 
bill is the sam e that the regents’ staff 
requested 
from 
the 
leg islatu re 
originally. 
Briley and other board m em bers 
agreed to ask for favorable action on 
the m easu re when the G eneral 
Assembly convenes in January for 
next year’s regular session.

million Russian children are

combined. 
The 


second choice is German, with 
7,5 million students. 
The popularity of the English 
language is not limited to the 
Soviet Union, of course But the 
Soviet interest produces the 
interesting possibility that the 
next time a leading official of 
that country addresses the UN, 
it could be in a tongue other 
than Russian, and it won’t be 
French.

* Savoring The Apocalypse 


A colleague has identified what he 
considers 
a new phenmenon in the 
culture. He calls it “ the fellow travelor 
of the apocalypse.” They are, he notes, 
becoming increasingly prominent on 
the literary and journalistic scene. 
During the 1930s and 1940s the term 
“ Fellow traveler” was familiar 
enough. It referred to an individual 
who agreed with the Communist Party 
on virtually everything, but refrained 
from joining. He wanted the joys of 
being seduced, but also the comfort of 
not 
being entirely 
involved. 
This 


role had a special appeal for literary 
types and other verbalists, who en­ 
joyed the rehetoric of revolution and 
the rather sulphuric atmosphere 
surrounding Joseph Stalin, but who did 
not really want to sit through long 
meetings or march on picket lines or 
perform a bit of espionage. The British 
scholar 
David 
Caute 
recently 
published a major study of such fauna. 
The more recent “ Fellow travelor of 
the apocalypse” enjoys the prospect of 
vast and violent events: revolutions, 
civil war, mass starvation, and the 
like. He regards them with a mock of 
horror that can scarcely conceal his 
glee. 


Such terrifying events provide the 
sort of thrill classical that estheticians 
associated with the Sublime, an 
emotion evoked by cateracts, storms, 
Alps, Austerlitz. 
Thus for the fellow travelor of the 
apocalypse we do not have a racial 
probelm — we are on the verge of the 
Second Civil War. The tanks are about 
to roll, and the streets will fill with 
blood. It will be “ The Fire This Time.” 
For the fellow traveler of the 
apocalypse, Watergate was not a 
bungled absurdity. It brought us to the 
edge of a police state. Today Gordon 
Liddy. Tomorrow Heinrich Himmler. 
Concentration camps in Yellowstone 
Park. 
For the fellow traveler of the 
apocalypse, the probeims of the un­ 
derdeveloped world are not to be dealt 
with by boring things like investment 
or loans from the World Bank, but by 
Fidel Castro, Che Guevara and 
Salvador Allende. 


All this is trendy and so, so satisfying 
as long as you can stay at a safe 
distance. Actually, of course, this 
mind-set is a way of not thinking 
regorously and seriously about the 
real world. 
The modern Greek poet Constantine 
Cavafy wrote a famous peon called 
“ Expecting the Barbarians,” which 
catches marvelously the anti-thought 
aspect of the fellow traveler of the 
apocalypse. In the poem, an unnamed 
city awaits the barbarians, who are 
said to be near at hand and irresistible. 
“ What are we waiting for, assembled 
in the public square? The barbarians 
are to arrive today.” All normal ac­ 
tivity ceases. The Senate passes no 
laws, the orators fall silent as the city 
breathlessly awaits its conqueror. But 
then a kind of psychic disaster occurs: 
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the barbarians fail to materialize. 
Travelers from the frontiers report 
that “ there are no longer any bar­ 
barians." At this point, the over­ 


civilized and bored inhabitants are 
really in trouble: “ And now what shall 
IxTome of us without any barbarians? 
Those people were a kind os solution.”

The child learns American here 
because be needs a language in which 
to say what he is thinking. As he grows 
older and less truthful, however, he 
finds he needs a second language in 
which he can say something — but not 
at all what he is really thinking. 
Slowly picking his way, often by 
himself, he evolves that necessary 
second language 
double talk. This is 
usually a mirror image of his native 
language. 
Thus if you were born in New York, 
you’d learn American double talk; in 
Paris, French double talk; in Minsk, 
Russian double talk. 
So, while its accent may be national 
or even provincial, double talk is in­ 
ternational, for the need for it arises 
wherever hypocrisy exists, 
and 
hypocrisy, common sense tells us, ex­ 
ists in every land containing human 
beings more than 4 years old. 
The more skillful you become at this 
second language 
double talk - the 
abler you should be at getting what you 
want from human society. So it will 
pay you to learn it early and study it 
well all your life long. 
For the benefit of the beginner, here 
are a few common examples of double 
talk In each case, the double talk used 
by the speaker is in quotes, followed by 
what he really was thinking: 
“ I’d rather be right than president of 
this corporation.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — A 
former Kent State University student 
says he took cover with a one-time FBI 
informer Terrence Norman the day of 
the Kent State killings and that he is 
certain Norman did not fire the shot 
that triggered the Ohio National Guard 
fusillade. 
Four Kent State students were killed 
and another nine 
wounded when 
guards reached the top of a hill 
overlooking the campus, wheeled and 
fired into a demonstration protesting 
the U.S. invasion of Cambodia. 
Norman was on campus that day 
t arrying a camera and officers said a 
.38-caliber revolver was taken from 
him a short time after the shootings.

preceded the fusillade in which the 
four students died, but Norman, now a 
Washington, D.C., policeman, denied 
firing his weapon.

Why the higher figure’’ 
•‘People are in a hurry to get home." 
a council spokesman said. “ People are 
in a festive holiday mood and abuse the 
use of alcohol more than normally and 
they also neglect to use seat belts," 
The council has estimated that 
alcohol IS a factor in more than half of 
all traffic deaths; that speeding is 
involved in 30 per cent of them; and 
that fatalities would be cut by 20 per 
cent if everyone used .seat belts. 
There are two sets of figures to take 
into account. First there is the im­ 
mediate death toll 
the number of 
people who die during the holiday and 
whose deaths are reported within 
hours after its end. 
Then there's the final death toll, not 
available until 10 days or two weeks 
after the holiday period and including 
people who died of injuries suffered 
during the counting period. 
The council .says it i.ssues its 
predictions of deaths to alert people to 
the dangers. 


This year the council issued an 
"immediate death rate" iirediction of 
between 550 and 050 traffic fatalities 
oaring the 78-hour counting period of 
the I«d)«»r Day weekend. An Assoc'i- 
ated Pre.ss tabulation showed 559

As a general rule, the council says, 
18 per cent more people die on a 
holiday weekend than during a similar 
amount of nonholiday time.

That figure is deceiving, however, 
because there are more people on the 
roads driving more miles. When the 
death rate is figured on a basis of 
number

per 
estimated miles driven, the council 
says the holiday toll is ll per cent 
higher than the nonholiday figure. 
Why the higher figure? 
“People are in a hurry to get home,” 
a council spokesman said. “ People are 
in a festive holiday mood and abuse the 
use of alcohol more than normally and 
they also neglect to use seat belts.” 
The council has estimated that 
alcohol is a factor in more than half of 
all traffic deaths; that speeding is 
involved in 30 per cent of them; and 
that fatalities would be cut by 20 per 
cent if everyone used seat belts. 
There are two sets of figures to take 
into account. First there is the im­ 
mediate death toll — the number of 
people who die during the holiday and 
whose deaths are reported within 
hours after its end. 
Then there’s the final death toll, not 
available until IO days or two weeks 
after the holiday period and including 
people who died of injuries suffered 
during the counting period. 
The council says it 
issues 
its 
predictions of deaths to alert people to 
the dangers. 


This year the council issued an 
immediate death rate” prediction of 
between 550 and 650 traffic fatalities 
oaring the 78-hour counting period of 
the Inibor Day weekend. An Associ­ 
ated Press tabulation showed 559 
deaths

The immediate death rate tells only 
part of the story, however. This year, 
for example, the final tally showed 750 
persons killed and 22,500 
injured 
during the I.abor Day holiday. 
According to the council, a final tally 
by the council for a similar, nonholiday 
period including a weekend in Septem­ 
ber, 600 persons were killed and 11,000 
injured. 
That would be an increase of 25 per 
cent during the tabor Day weekend. 


But the council also estimated that 
Americans drove 12.2 billion miles 
during the tabor Day holiday, com­ 
pared with an estimated 11.8 billion 
during a three-day period including a 
weekend but not on a holiday. 
And it figured that 6.1 persons died 
for every IOO million miles driven 
during the tabor Day holiday while 5.1 
persons died for every IOO million 
miles driven during the nonholiday 
period. That’s an increase of about 19 
per cent. 
Where do all the figures come from? 
The council has a variety of sources. 
“ Just about all the state 
police 
departments and many municipal 
police departments” contribute in­ 
formation, a spokesman said. 
Auto clubs and state officials 
frequently estimate mileage driven on 
the basis of gasoline tax receipts. 
The council, in projecting the 
number of people who will be killed 
during a holiday weekend, takes into 
account the toll during previous 
similar holidays; the traffic death 
trend during the current year; and 
other factors, including weather and 
this year 
the gasoline shortage. 
The council says bad weather in any 


season keeps motorists at home and 
reduces deaths. Statistically, the roads 
are safest in February.

That dramatic speech appeared to 
have achieved Agnew’s purpose, a 
silencing of rampant press speculation 
that he was on the verge of resigning. 
Despite emotional outpourings of 
partisan sympathy from the GDP

around the United States, some per­ 
sons close to Agnew believe the I os 
Angeles speech is what actually 
spelled his doom as the nation’s 
second-highest elected official. 
“ The White House didn’t like it, 
especially his attack on the Justice 
Department for the news leaks and for 
trying to destroy him politically,” said 
one member of the vice president’s 
camp. ‘ Whatever favor he had left 
with Nixon probably was gone after 
that." 
When Agnew actually decided to 
resign is not clear. One aide said it 
may have “ crystallized" as late as 
Tuesday after another speech in New 
York and before he went to see the 
President at the White House.

Entering a 
plea of no contest to a charge of federal 
income tax evasion, the 54-year-old 
Agnew had reached the end of a na­ 
tional political career in even more 
sensational fashion than he began it, as 
Richard Nixon’s surprise choice for 
vice president on the 1968 Republican 
ticket. 
At that time, the Greek immigrant’s 
son, a chemistry student w ho turned to 
law and struggled in near-poverty and 
obscurity for years, admitted his name 
was not a household word in America. 
But he said, “ I certainly hope it will 
become one in the next couple of 
months.” 
A little more than a year later, ac­ 
cording to the Gallup poll, he hail 
become the nation’s third most ad­ 
mired man after Nixon and the Rev. 
Billy Graham. 
Agnew was a former Democrat 
turned Republican who had won the 
Maryland governor’s chair with much 
liberal support.

NEW YORK (AP) - I hate 
to keep repeating myself, but 
yet another private eye series 
is upon us this season. It’s 
called “ Tenafly” and in­ 
volves the doings of a black 
investigator. 
This once-a-month series, 
with James McEachin in the 
title role, premiered Wed­ 
nesday night on NBC. I was 
all set to groan at its arrival 
in a season already littered 
with law ‘n order sagas. 
But “ Tenafly” proved to be 
a fairly good show, even with 
a fairly weak script about a 
series of holdups plaguing a 
Los Angeles cab company, 
with the passengers doing the 
holdups for a change.
